the department of trade and = com- 
merce which geals more particularly 
however, with conditions in Germany.

“Looking at the world’s crops as 
a whole, the outstanding fact this year 
seems to be that the exporting coun- 
tries wil! dispose of considerable sur- 
plus, and that the importing coun- 
tries will need to take less than last 
yeu... If in addition the Argentine 
cop should turn out to be sutisfac- 
tory the statistical position of the 
market would become '= immense:y 
stronger than it has been for these 
many years. Should this position be 
reached the present prices of cereals 
which are by no means high, will 
probably give way for it is clear in the 
circumstances there will not be any 
great rush to buy.”
